Those 
of us who have l>een brought up in the 
country have aeon the dismay of the 
farm yard hen, haying brooded the 
aquatic fowls, when, after a While, they 
tumble into their natural element, the 
water. So my text suggests that a man 
may gather under his wings tho prop- 
erty of others, but it will after a while 
escape, it will leave the man iu a sorry 
predicament aud make him feel very 
silly. There ore those who spread out 
then* wings until they get four, five,. ten, 
iifteeu fortunes under them, and the fi- 
nancial incubation seems to be going on 
very prosperously, when suddenly they 
chip the shell, and some take U the water 
and some take to tho air, and leave the 
nest empty.

This is u strange world. Strange be- 


cause of ita variableness, because of the 
many classes which inhabit it. True it 
is that the one-half do«s not know what 
the other hah" does nor how they live. 
Could they but realize their conditions 
all the tender qualities of a sympathetic 
people would be aroused in the effort to 
assist and relieve the sufferings of those 
"pinched by want," and who are literally 
•tarviug—dying by inches while sur- 
rounded by plenty, a srnaHmite of which 
would brighteu the nickering Dame of 
life which now burns so feebly and 
which must soon • go out forever. Con- 
tact with suffering hardens rather than 
softens most hearts. It brings- with it a 
feeling of indifference and carelessness 
and the oft repeated importunities of 
beggars receive no response and awak- 
en no feeling of sympathy or of compas- 
sion. The heart grows cold and the 
poor boy is passed upon the street, who, 
in rags, stands shivering from the cold 
as he begs for a penny; or the poor wid- 
ow who lives near, who has long been 
struggling to keep the wolf from the 
door and who hasoxhaustedher strength 
and now lies ill, unable to provide for 
herself that which is necessary to sustain 
life, is forgotten in the enjoyments of a 
pleasant home, surrounded with all the 
evidences of prosperity. 


The care of the poor has been a per- 


plexing question to all civilized countries 
but in-no land has there been such prep- 
arations made for their mantaiuance nor 
such an amount of money expended for 
their-support, as in the United States, 
the home of the oppressed and the down- 
trodden. Here all find on asylum where 
they may live in security and peace, un- 
disturbed by any sect or by any ruler, 
and here- they find protection and a 
home in their distress. Here, also, the 
poor-unfortunates, when no longer able 
to fight the battles of life and when they 
feel that they must find help or that the 
end must soon come, find buildings 
erected for their comfort - where they 
may remain until a life of misery j of un- 
happiness aud toil changes to one of 
pleasure, joy. and rest- • eternal; It is 
certainly a commendable feature of a 
nation which has been, as so often said, 
given over to toney-maHng 'and to per- 
sonal advancement, that such comfort- 
able homes have been provided fot their 
poor and that such a vast' amount of 
money is.yearly expended for their' sup- 
port, that they have such a home where 
they may receive the necessities' of Ho 
without money aud without price. 


But the poor are not the only .inmates 


of these places. Have you ever-stood 
before the walls of a building known as 
the "county infirmary," andnoticed those 
iron gratings at the windows? Have 
you never heard the shrieks of the'iu- 
mates or saw a face pressed close against 
the bars, a face lighted up by an un- 
natural glow and with eyes flashing and 
hands clutching the bars as i! it must'be 
wrenched in twain, telli'jg the story of 
dethroned reason and of a life devoid of 
happiness and peace? Such creatures 
are also the inmates of our county in- 
firmaries. They are the poor unfor- 
tunates who, having lost their mind in 
the strife of life, have been sent by their 
friends to the asylums for treatment and 
have been returned with the cruel ver- 
dict that they are past all cure, that 
Kcason has left her throne nevermore to 
return, and that henceforth their lives 
must be a blank and they must be 
placed where they can do no harm but 
where they may receive the attention 
and care necessary until the sands shall 
run through the hour glass of their 
lives and they may be laid away in the 
grave where king and pauper are at hist 
made equal. 


There is yet another class who some- 


times become inmates of these homes, 
although some counties have provided 
for them a separate place. It is the chil- 
dren, and tbis is the saddest poition of 
all the list. The parents who have had 
a weary struggle through life, hoping 
against hope for a turn in the tide which 
might bring to them better, happier 
and more prosperous times, and finally, 
when stricken down and death claims 
them, leave to the world, eutretigud to 
its cold mercies, tho care of their help- 
less children, a legacy which proves of 
no benefit to the country Imtonly a bur- 
den and a charge. Better if that child 
could have been buried with it« parents. 
A poor mother compelled herself to 
appeal for aid and at last, when unable to 
obtain it, a placed in the charge of the 
county, brings with ber that child, 
which is as dear to her as the little sou 
of the wealthiest man in the city. Yet 
tho one is doomed to live for years 


classes which compose the inmates of 
the "poor-house," surrounded 
with 


none of the comforts which make life 
pleasant, develop the mind or divet it 
from the unpleasant features which com- 
pose its existence while-the other is 
given all the advantages that wealth 
can bestow. The one a pauper, made so 
by the force of circumstances, tho other 
a prince because of the uiiud which has 
been trained and cultivated. 


There are others there. The idiotio, 


who meet you «Hh a laugh that causesa 
cold shiver to pass over you. In those 
eyes there rests no expression, only a 
blank, vacant store and from whose 
presence you feel like llj tug. The old 
nieu and women are there, those who 
have grown g»ay in life's service aud 
when the night of ago bus come upon 
them, have been compelled to seek the 
couuty-houte—the moat dreaded of all 
places, the one place above all others 
where they most dislike to go. The once 
wealthy are there, those who have amass- 
ed a competence and then seen it swept 
from, them when they are too old and 
feeble to begin again anew. The young 
and careless are there. That portion 
whoso sins have cast them out from the 
society of respectable people and wbo 
no longer able to find employment, ore 
driven to the kit extremity. They ore 
all there, representing nearly all nations 
aud nearly all climes, forming a group 
which affords a wide field of study for 
the philanthropist, 
a 
heart-rending 


picture for the sensitive and sympathetic 
and an example of tho changes of 
time and the unoharitableness of the 
world. 


OUR OOUOTY'S CHARITY. 


Allen county has not been slow to pro- 


vide on asylum for the unfortunates 
within her boundaries and that which' 
was commenced-many years ago-as an 
institution of this character has now 
grown to immense proportions; 
Her 


buildings aud farm,: provided for this 
purpose, are- 'a credit to the charity 
and benevolence of the people of the 
county. 


The beginning'.of this enterprise, or, 


more properly, homo for the poor, was 
in June 1853, when the county purchas- 
ed a tract of land hi section thirty, of 
Wayne township, • and 
• a contraotiwas 


made with John A. Robinson to'erect a 
suitable house for thojoounty, to cost 
§750. In December of the same year, 
George L. Parker was. employed to 
keep the paupers one year for the sum1 


of $600. The next year on addition Tpas 
built to the poor-house and.the contract 
with Mr.-Keiuicke, who-had' been em- 
ployed as1 superintendent, was extended 
fora period of sixinonthsatjfl.TSeaohper 
week for the keeping of the inmates 'and 
he to pay.8250 for the use of thegrounds 
to put out a crop.' It seems the commis- 
sioners became dissatisfied with, this 
plan, for a short time afterwards they 
engaged a superintendent at a salary of 
$800 per year. As the population of !the 
city and county increased and a greater 
demand was made upon this institution 
the commissioners decided to build a new 
house and with tln> end in view, sold'the 
old form and purchased tho one now in 
use. - A house was erected at a cost of 
nearly 316,000 and as the demands 'for 
additional>room becoming more urgent, 
wings were built at a cost of something 
over §15,000. This in brief, is the his- 
tory of the growth of the home Allen 
county has provided for the poor and un- 
fortunate. The location is a most de- 
sirable one and tie building, which* is 
well adapted for ita purpose, is surround- 
ed by- beautiful grounds, making the 
place an attractive one to those who 
are compelled to make it their home.

DELLA MILLER. 


One of the inmates who is certain to 


attract attention is Delia Millar a little 
girl aged probably twelve or fourteen 
years. The clr'd is apparently intelli- 
gent, but possesses the strange phenom- 
enon of being double-jointed. In obedi- 
ence to tho request of tho matron the 
little girl arose from 
the cha'- in 


which she had been rocking and turned 
her hand back to the wrist. She walks 
about the place, is well developed, except 
in height, being very short and inclined 
to fleshiuess, and Buffers no inconven- 
ience froii the strange action of the joints 
of her body. Her history is sad. In 
August, 1883, her parents lived iu this 
city and one night were both arrested 
for drunkenness and placed in jail. 
Later the father .was sent over to board 
out his fine, while the mother, Huldah 
Miller, was adjudged insane and re- 
moved to the hospital at Indianapolis 
and the two children, Delia and a son, 
wore .sent to the poor house. Afterwards 
the mother was returned as incurable 
and is now an J'imate of the insane ward. 
The boy was adopted by a farmer living 
near.Arcola, and the little girl -remains 
at the poor-house, allowed to grow to 
womanhood without any attention to 
the mind except the little that, can 
be given her there, and surrounded by 
all the unpleasant characters with which 
th« place is filled. In answer to a 
lion us to her age she said she did not 
know and refused to talk further. 


DRIVEN CRAZY BY TROUBLE. 


Another peculiarly sad cose<is that of 


an old lady,- bent with age.'with: hair as 
white as the driven snow, who 'wonders 
aimlessly about the place or sita 'and 
stares. vacantly, -through the v.jidow. 
Being anxious to learn her history,.she 
seemed ready to talk and with much, in- 
telligence. ' There was no hesitancy .or 
faltering, but with a voice, which bore 
the, feebleness of her extreme age, ishe 
stated that sho was born near Columbus, 
Ohio, ;u 180i or 1805; that she moved 
with her husband to a farm near Mays- 
tille some sixteen years ago, and that 
there her companion died and she was 
left alone. After his death she lived 
alone upon the farm until one day,i in 
passing from the 
house, 
she ;fell 


and1 broke her arm. That happened, 
she thought, four or five years ago and 
in order to become fully restored she was 
brought-to this-place bysomeof herrela- 
Hves. "Do' you want to go back?" 'asked 
the reporter, and then a strange bright 
light came into her eyes as she eagerly 
said: "Oh, yes; I want to go bock to 
Columbus, where I havea brother living, 
Tnis place is not home to me. I do ,not 
want to be on the county when I Jiave 
enough to'keep myself.. I have my farm 
yet. The taxes were all paid up when I 
left, and there was nothing . against it." 
And as the reporter turned to leave her, 
she said most beseechingly,. '.'Oh, won'1 
you tell my friends how .bad' I want to 
come home; how bad I wont to leave 
here, so that they may come and take 
me away?" And the promise was given 
in order to pacify her." She was taken 
bock to her cell, and with a heavy sigh 
she pnssed through the door, whicl 
closed after her.

iVhen seen by the reporter she chatted 
glibly, and said, "Oh, I am going to take 
a ride to-morrow. Yes! Mr. Wilkinson 
and me are going away off 5n the cars 
and I don't know when I'll come back; 
may be not for two or three days." The 
next day she was taken to the aiyhun 
provided for her class, where her life 
W-ll, no doubt, end. 


A WITTY SUBJECT. 


Upon walking into the insane depart- 


ment, the matron said to one of the 'Wo- 
men seated on a bench • near the wall: 
'Anna, the gentlemen have come to see 
you," The woman arose and, extending 
ier hand, said: "How is the democrat- 
ical affeticcl affairs at any rate?" 
She 


was told that they were all right imd 
dien an attempt was made to engage her 
in conversation, but with poor success. 
An accident, which occurred on the 
grounds, by which a man was thrown 
out of a wagon, seems to have impressed 
her strongly and she dwells • upon the 
circumstance. 
This, patient, whose 


name is 
Anna Talford, came from 


Brownstown, this state, and was placed 
in charge of the county in 1876. She is 
the mother of two children. 
She talks 


frequently about her husband murder- 
ing a man at Quincy, 111., several years 
ago, but her conversation is so rambling 
that nothing definite in regard to tho 
matter can be obtained. 
She has also 


one subject to another as all insane per- 
sons ore wont to do. She imagines she 
owns the form ou which the house is 
located and says it contains 100 acres for 
which they paid the munificent sum of 
8600. Being asked how old she was she 
called upon her father, who she said wa-i 
near her, for an answer, and was much 
annoyed at uot receiving it promptly. 
She agreed with the superintendent that 
sho was about six years old, the sajno 
age as he, and that they were twins. To 
her husband, she says, she was never 
married aud that sonic one attempted to 
poison him, giving him "a whole spoon 
full of it." Her prevailing theme is that 
her pa-em's are close by her and that they 
never forsake her. The facts are that 
being left u widow, she and her son en- 
gaged in business at Huutortowu, when, 
from some cause, probably from the loss 
of her husband, as in a number of other 
cases, she become insane. She became 
an i-imate of the place in 1876. 


THE MEN'S WARD. 


Passing from the insane ward in which 


the women are confined to that in the 
opposite whig of the building we found 
tho men's department. In tho first cell 
visited was on old, gray-headed and 
gray-boarded man, yet seemingly strong 
and vigorous, who answered to the name 
of Robert Mooney. He arose bam hia 
bed, having retired for tlie night, and, 
shaking the visitors' hands, expressed 
himself as being glad to see them, in- 
quired their names, hpmes and places of 
business and immediately said to one of 
the party: "Oh, yes! I remember you. 
You were a member of Company P." 
Mr. Mooney says he came to this place 
on the 19th day of January, four or live 
years ago. . In reality he has been an in- 
mate since 1859, a statement which the 


jerinteudeqtolunteered, but he was 


interrupted byMooney, who said, "Yes 
pretty d—u near it. 
Put it down'59.' 


He further stated that he was sixty-sit 
years old the 28th of December, at 9 
o'clock in the morning. 
His father's 


name was John Mooney and was th'rty- 
two years older than his wife. 
He, was 


born, he says,-at Walnut Tree, with its 
tops dead, near a spring in Ohio.

says that his trouble came from the ac- 
tions of a couple of neighbors, whom he 
named, who had him arrested for ob- 
structing the highway, aud who sent 
him, to jail and , then had h 
out here.

My rela- 
tives live in the city, but they thought 
it best that I should come here because 
I had no many of three fits and they 
could not very well t»ke care o,' me. 
I sleep on the floor so that if I take 
a spasm I will uot full off my cot. I 
sometimes have twenty during the 
night." 


His case would melt the hardest heart 


in the laud. Afflicted as he is yet he ia 
intelligent and uses very good language. 
He fully realizes his condition and seems 
lobecoutented as long us he has the bible, 
bis stay and comforter, by his side. As 
the visitors bid him good, night- he re- 
sponded in a sadder tone than before, as 
if loath to see them go, and then, turn- 
ing to one, said, "0, can't you see my 
brother-in-law and tell him how bad I 
want to »ee him? Do you know how the 
folks are and how they are, getting 
along?" and on being told that they were 
strangers he sighed as he said, "Oh! do 
you not know him?" The writer has 
heard, many sermons, but has never 
been more deeply impressed than1 by the 
cao tnught by this poor epileptic, whose 
faith grows stronger as his affliction in- 
creases. 
He certainly possesses an 


abiding faith, a perfect trust. 


TWO laiOTHEUS. 


Tho infirmary is filled with.'.persons 


whose history is interesting and not the 
least of this class are two brothers, John 
and Arnold Stilts, both oiwhom are in- 
sane. TJioir histories are almost parallel. 
When the war broke out, these two 
brothers volunteered their.serrices in the 
effort to preserve the union of states and 
did valiant service for then* country. 
Finally they were captured and both 
were confined in that terrible place, 
Libby prison, the mere mention of which 
even now ca uses a shudder to pass over 
every soldier. 
Here,' after, some confine- 


ment, Arnold managed to" escape and 
after many privations and hardships, 
reached home, but when the. family and 
friends greeted him they fount! .a ma- ' 
niac.

board. A year ago last spring the super- 
intendent discharged him and he came 
to the city, when,'in a short time, he 
began acting so strangely, that a commis- 
sion in lunacy pronounced him insane. 
He was sent to the hospital but was 
shortly afterwards sent to the infirmary.
